Her health, 
it is said. is better tan it has been fer some 
time, and ber mental depreasion is somewhat 
relieved. Today it is officially stated that 
the Queen has deciared her intention 
of coming to London and being pres- 
ent at the volunteer review in Hyde 
Park It is also reported that her Majesty will 
give asories of splendid drawing-room recep- 
tions, beginning the 34 of Juiy. After these re- 
ceptions her Majesty is to go to Osborne, thence 
te the Continent. visiting Baden-Baden img the 
autumn. The royal paysiciang are not sanguine 
as to their patient being abie to go through all 
this program, but the Queen says it is ber royal 
wish to try, and there is no more to say. Society 
admits that it understands that ali this roval 
exertion is to be made for the purpose of skow- 
ing that the royal strength has returned, and 
that it is to continue to have a Queen. 


FRANCE IN A BAD BOX—THE DECLARA- 
TIONS OF CHINA—A QUARREL. 

There is every prospect at present that there 
will be a war between France and China. not- 
withstanding the persistent circulation of stories 
by the French Goverument that China is mak- 
ing conciliatory overtures. The fact is that 
China has made no overtures, and has made 
nothing but demands that France recognize 
Chinese suzeraiaty over Tonquln, and che Chi- 
nese right to collect tribute from Anam asa 
vaseal State. Tne Chinese Government stated 
its position ia very piaia and positive terms at 
the begining of the difficulty, and 
bas made no concession. It is doubdt- 
ful if a combined effort could tnduce China 
to recede. The Marquis Tseng, the Cbluese Em- 
bassador to England, France, and Russia, has 
unreservedly and repeatedly said that China, if 
compelied to learn by actua! fighting the art of 
Cartatian warfare, could afford to learn at a sac- 
rice of five times ss many men as the com- 
bined armies of Europe. Every step taken by 
China since the Tonquin difficulty arose has 
been a siep asserting indepeadent strength. 
Commenting on the action of Li Hung Chang, 
the Chioese General-in-OCnief, who, when 
Summoned from retirement by his Gov- 
eroment and directed to assume 
command of the Chinese forces before 
commencing war, vent down to Shanghai for 
the purpose of having a friendiy conference 
with the recalied Freuen Euvoy. M. Bourée, on 
bis way bome, and M. Tricou, the new Frenca 
Envoy, npon bis advent. Johu Bright is re- 
ported to have declared that it was the nobiest 
exhibition of real strength and noble power ever 
given to the world by a nation, and showed a 
conscious reserve of strength, which, if put 
fully forth, might prove simply overwhelming. 
While the conduci of China has boen plain and 
blunt, the actiog of the French Government 
bes been full of intrigue and vaciliation. 
Yesterday there was au open rupture in the 
French Cabinet between M. Chailemei-Lacour, 
the French Minister for Foreign Affsira, and 
M. Jules Ferry, upen the sie question as to 
whether or not France ehould carry on war 
preparations openly or secretly. The Cabinet 
met and proceeded to consider the question of 
the imminence of the Chinese war. M. Chalie- 
mel-Lacour argued strongly that war was immi- 
pent, and that a manly and straightforward way 
of meeting the matter was eseential and urgent. 
He advocated open and active preparations for 
war as the true way to coerce China, end asked 
the consent of bis colleagues to concentrate at 
least 6.000 troops at Toulon for the purpose of 
immediate embarkation for China. M. Jules 
Ferry opposed ali euch open warlike prepara- 
tions, and insisted that frauce should. carry on 
ber warlike preparations in secret uotil diplo- 
macy had been uiterly exhausted. He advo- 
cated what be calls “the utmost economy of 
diplomacy for tne folowmg purposes: First, 
that of securing some possible bonorabie way 
out of the difficuity; and, second, that of gain- 
ing all the time necessary for complete 
preparations if compeliea to fight. The 
Cabiuet tor while divided on 
the question, but finally the views of M. Ferry 
prevailed. M. Chaliemel-Lacour indignantly 
left the Council, declaring that the policy of the 
Ministry is disgraceful and ia a line witb all 
those precedents which ha ve contributed to iso- 
late Frau e from among the strong Powers. 
Soon after this Ministerial row t was announced 
that M. Challemel-Lacour would go to Vichy to 
seek rest and recreation. This announcement 
is accepted as a cover for bis resignation from 
the Ministry. While the French Cabinet 
bave been fighting, Chinese agents have 
been fairly swarming over Europe 
secking arms and ammudsition, and 
to believe 
that China is a party to Bismarck’s ambition for 
the ruin avd dismemberment of France, yet the 
fact is China bas so far made no attempt to se- 
cure any Suropean alliance. All the advices 
from the Pekin Government to the Chinese Em- 
buassador here concur with previous commercial 
advices. 


OTHER CABLES. 

THD AMENDMENT TO THE IRISH LAND ACT. 

Loxpox. June 16.—(Spectal Cable. Lord 
George Hamilton’s motion to amend the Land 
act 80 as to give force and reality to the pur- 
chase clauses, is a most important and signifi- 
cant movement, and, while no practical result 
can be for sone time reached, it will take pre- 
cedence hereafter of all other Irish legislation. 
Its object is the creation of a proprietary ten- 
ancy by the erection of local boards to take 


‘charge of fixing the price of the property and 


raising the money to pay off the landlords on 
debentures, the ivterest of which is guaranteed 
by the State, the tenant to become owner, 
and his annual paymeat not to exceed bis pres- 
ent rent. The scheme is plausibie, and its ready 
concession by the Government in the prelimi- 
paries of debate is a striking commentary 
upon the present aspect ef the Irish 
question amd its weight ia current pol- 
itics. The tenant farmers will not fall 
in with it with enthusiasm. They expect a great 
deal more from Mr. Parvell, and the present 
bald front of the Irish party encourages thew 
in the belief that mere favorabie terms can be 
reached. In meantime, the 
land quesvon formal'y in- 
troduced as the feature of 
the Parliamentary struggie. It is daily getting 
more and more @ifficuit totelia Whig from a 
Radicai by his profession of faith, and both are 
beginning by degrees to admit that legislation is 
hopeless while the Irish dit in the House 
ot Commons.

street, but Detective-Sergeants Slevin, O’Con- 
nor, and McLaughlin arrested her this merning, 
and she is in the Jefferson Market Prison, in de- 
faultof $500 bail, to await the resuit of Mrs. 
Smith's injuries. Mrs, Smith is the daughter of 
u broker. Sbe is appreciated in soctety, and has 
aduughter 17 years old anda sou 8 years old, 
She is 42 years old, but pretty and vivacious.

THE PANIC IN LARD. 

“Something dropped” on Change yester- 
day. The bottom fell out of the lard deal. 
The excitement which reigned intense dur- 
ing several weeks, latterly convulsing the 
commercial world with grave charges 
against manufacturers and strong fears of a 
collapse, culminated in a season of agony 
not paralleled in this market since 1872. 
Lard had weakened so badly Friday as to 
discourage hoiders, and their inability to 
continue yesterday caused a further drop of 
two cents per pound from the inside prices 
of the previous night. McGeoch, Evering- 
ham & Co., the parties at the head of the 
longs, are understood to have “owned” 
fully 400,000 tierces, and the panic which en- 
sued while this found its way into other 
hands caused the throwing on the market of 
fully as much more, besides large quantities 
of pork, meats, and grain. The storm 
earried down several other firms in the 
maelstrom, and undoubtedly made it diffi- 
cult for many others to avoid commercial 
shipwreck. The direct losses sustained have 
been footed up at about $2,300,000, of which 
nearly $2,000,000 is supposed to fall to the 
acsount of the leading firm. How much of 
this loss is orne by their customers in city 
and country cannot be told now, but there is 
no room to doubt that the tornado has car- 
ried désolation into many a bank account 
East as well as W est. 

Our local and commerciai columns contain 
an account of the struggle, with as many of 
its incidents as could be picked up amid the 
chaos of confusion which made it impossible 
for the reporters to keep track of the trading 
Hor the first time in the history of our mar- 
ket. We need only add to it the statement 
that the trouble appears to be over. There 
would seem to be no good ground for the 
croakings in which some parties indulged 
yesterday afternoon, to the effect that fur- 
ther trouble is ahead. The seiling out was 
complete. The stuff worked round into 
strong hands—those of capitalists, who are 
not afraid to carry at the lower prices prop- 
erty which they would not touch at the top. 
The result of the tornado is strength 
—for the present, at least. It is prob- 
able that there is not a pound of 
provisions or grain now being carried in this 
market that is not margined down to a point 
far below latest quotations. Of course there 
may be a further decline in some directions, 
but even if so the losers would be new men 
and strong men, who eould lose a big pile of 
money without winemg. There is no sense 
in fearing the lightning after the roil of the 
thunder is heard in the distance.

A SALOON LICENSE IS NOT A CONTRACT 
WITH THE OITY. 

If the Common Council persists and Mayor 
Harrison acquiesces in the effort to defeat 
the new License law of the State Tur Tam- 
UNE is determined that they shall not pro- 
od blindly or ignorautly with their scheme 
of nullification, and that the public shall be 
aware that they undertook to override the 
State law, cheat the city of a million of reve- 
nue, and defy popular sentiment with a full 
knowledge that they were in the wrong. 
Fortunately the rulings of the highest courts 
are so clear and uniform in regard to licenses 
that there is no room for controversy as w 
their status, 

1. A license is not a contract.—This 
proposition has been laid down by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in a case 
taken up to that tribunal from Georgia. The 
Home Insurance Company had been charged 
1 per cent on its premiums by the State and 
IX percent by the City of Augusta for a 
license to do business for one year from Jan. 
1, 1874. During that year the City Council 
of Augusta passed an ordinance requiring a 
further license fee af $250 a year from fire- 
insurance companies, and its action was con- 
firmed by the State Legisiature. The Home 
Insurance Company resisted the payment of 
the supplemental license fee on the ground 
that it had obtained a vested right under the 
original license for one year, and that the 
subsequent license impaired the obligation 
of an existing contract, which was in viola- 
tion of the Constitution of the United States. 
The Supreme Court of the United States re- 
fused to entertain this view, as the Superior

Sary to quote from decisions to sustain it. 
In its application to saloon liccnses it may be 
added that the General Incorporation act, 
authorizing cities to “license, regulate, and 
prohibit” the liquor traffic, expressly stipu- 
lates that “in granting licenses such corpo- 
rate authorities shall comply with whatever 
general law of the State may bein force 
relative to the granting of licenses.” It was 
also held by the IIlinois Supreme Court in 
the Schwuchow case that ‘‘this business 
[the liquor traffic] is, on principle, within 
the police power of the State,” and the court 
concluded, in the same decision, by saying: 
“ 4. can never hold that @ person can ac- 
q an absolute vested right to such a li- 
cense for any definit period beyond the con- 
trol of the police power of the State.” 

If these principles of law be well settled, as 
cannot be doubted in the face of the authori- 
ties we have quoted—the highest in the State 
of Illinois and in the United States then 
it follows: (1) That no action the Common 
Council may take now can defeat the opera- 
tion of the new State License law trom and 
after July 1 next, when it goes into effect; 
(2) as a license is not a contract, and the 
saloons can acquire no vested right from any 
ordinance which the Council may pass prior 
to July 1 as a means to protect the liquor- 
vender from the payment of the increased 
license after July 1; (3) as a license is not 
a tax, then itis useless to deny the exercise 
of the police power of the Staté to restrain 
saloons according to the character of the in- 
toxicating stuff they sell by invoking 
the constitutional principle of unitorm- 
ity; (4) if the Council pass and the 
Mayor approve an ordinance fixing a lower 
rate for saloon licenses than that established 
by the new law of the State they will be 
guilty of an attempt at nullifying the higher 
authority of the State, and may properly be 
restrained from doing so by the intervention 
of the courts; and (5) the contemplated 
scheme of nullification will be a flagrant 
defiance of State authority likely to arouse 
general public indignation, and productive 
only of litigation intended to keep the city 
out of the million of revenue to which the 
new State law entities it and to enable the 
saloons to evade the responsibility and re- 
straint incident to the new State law.

DIRECTOR BELFIELD OF THE MANUAL- 
TRAINING SsCHOOL. 

The important step in the organization for 
actual work of the Chicago Manual-Training 
School has been taken in the selection of a 
person to serve as Director of the institution. 


The Board of Trustees were impressed with | 


a deep sense of the Importance of the step, 
and hence they instructed President Blatch- 
ford to * hasten slowly.” At least six or 
eight names were canvassed thoroughly, and 
finaliy, after an exhaustive investigation of 
the character, capabilities, and fitness of Mr. 
Henry H. Belfield, Principal of the North 
Division Chicago High-School, that gentle- 
man was preferred. He has been elected and 
has accepted the trust. 

The public at large will wish to know what 
educational people already know of Mr. 
Belfield. He was born in Philadelphia and 
is about 42 years of age. 
West since early childhood. He was gradu- 
ated A. B. from Iowa College in 1858, where 
he took the highest prizes for general 
scholarship. The degree A. M. was con- 


ferred upon him in 1868, and that ot Ph. D. 


in 1878. He was tutor in college one and a 
half years, and Principal of a publie school 
in Dubuque, la., three and a halt years. He 
came to Chicago in 1866, where he has since 
remained—ten years Principal of a grammar 
school and seven years Principal of the 
North Division High-School. He was three 
years in the Union army during the War of 
the Rebellion—on staff duty with Gen. Me- 
Cook, with Sherman from Chattanooga to 
Atianta, and with Thomas and Wilson about 
Nasbyille. He was promoted to the Adju- 
tancy of the Eighth lowa Cavalry on the tield, 
performed delicate and dangerous duties on 
several occasions successfully, was captured 
on the Stoneman raid in July, 1864, and heid 
a prisoner at Charleston, S. C., and mustered 
out at the close of the War. 

Mr. Belfield, in his long career as an edu- 
cator, has of course taught all high-school 
studies, but bis specialty is chemistry. He 
has been familiar with tools and machinery 
from boyhood, and isthe author of several 
inventions. 

Prof. D. S. Sheldon, of Griswold College, 
Iowa, says of Mr. Bélfield: From a very 
long and intimate acquaintance, I have no 
hesitation in expressing the sirong convic- 
tion that he is eminently fitted for the posi- 
tion, and that success is sure to await your 
manuval-training school under his Director- 
ship.” 

Prof. J. L. Pickard, formerly Superintend- 
ent of the Chicago schools, now of the State 
University of Iowa, says of Mr. Belheid; 
“No man in the whole range of my acquaint- 
ance is better fitted for the general manage- 
ment of such an educational institution as you 
propose than he. His knowledge is full 
and at ready command; his methods of in- 
struction are clearand clean-cut.

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THE NEW MOVEMENT IN THEOLOGY. 

The installation of the newly-elected Pro- 
fessors in the Andover Theological Seminary 
last week was made the occasion of an at- 
tempted reform in theological matters which 
may yet involve a controversy between the 
couservative and liberal factions in the Con- 
gregational body, the latter having identified 
themselves with what is known as the “new 
movement.” The Rev. Dr. Park, who has 
been a Professor at the seminary for a long 
time, leads the opposition to the “ new niove- 
ment,” and the scheme, it is said, was to get 
rid of those Professors in the seminary who 
sympathize with it and prevent the installa- 
tion of any new ones who favor it. It is even 
intimated that the question may be brought 
before the courts in a suit to decide whether 
the new-movement“ Professors and the 
Trustees, who are also “new-movement”’ 
men, are carrying out the purposes for which 
the seminary was founded. ‘The Boston Ad- 
vertiser in this connection says: 


The appearance at this juncture of the m- 
phlet in which Dr. Park examines critically the 
“ associate creed” of the seminary is a Woll 
timed move ip the controversy. The pamphlet 
is issued under the direction of a pubiisbing 
committee consisting of six well-known Con- 
gregational clergymen, who appear to be backed 
by a large number of others,only a few of 
whom are named. but who all or the most of 
them, are beyond a doubt antagonisticto the 
new movement. A great many clergymen will 
read the pamphlet befure they attend the anni- 
versary exercises at Andover, and the idea 
probably is that they will be so strongly con- 
vinced that the seminary is to be carried away 
from ite vid bearings by the present teachers, 
uphela as they are by the Trustees, that the 
alumniof the segpiuary can be persuaded to 
join che conservative orthodox and radicai Cal- 
vinisisinsome acdon against the new heresy 
and its aposties. 


The peculiar heresy which is condemned 
by the conservative theologians is the inti- 
mation that there is a possibie probation 
after death, and Prof. Park devotes the most 
of his pamphiet to arguments and citations 
showing that those who drew up the creed 
believed that death ended probation, bat as 
in the whole thirty-six articles there is not 
one which asserts this the worldly courts 
will not be very safe places to take the suit, 
as they zo by the letter of the law, and are not 
inclined to act upon inferences, or upon any 


sion, the conservatives did not dare to force 
the issue, and the new Professors were 


all peacefully seated. Even Joseph Cook, 
who came on from the West prepared to 
raise a row against the new movement, 


failed in courage and fled as precipitately 
from the field as he did from the raw-beef 
man at Monmouth, contenting bimself with 
the general declaration that a legal solution 
of the question would be sought. As showing 
the bold positions taken by the “new move- 
ment,” we take the following extract from 
the sermon preached by the Rev. George 
Harris, who was installed as Abbot Profes- 
sor of Christian Theology. Mr. Harris said: 


There must be conformity with the living 
spirit of the present age. If old systems do not 
Satisfy the demands of present inquiry we are 
not to accept them us final. There isa religious 
Spirit ot the age from which we cannot separate 
ourseives. When within the church there is a 


reaching out after new interpretagons one may 


suspect the beaithiness of his own thinking if it 
is not in accordance with the spirit of the age. 
What the Bible is — round to de must 
enter into our view of it. Its use in the church 
bas been not upon its sheer, stark authority, but 
upon its truth. Tuat we should be slow to re- 
construct ancient theormesis the dictum of wis- 
dom. If our behef mus rest on argument, let 
it de moral argument. Our interpretations of 
the Bible must vot ve separated from reason. 
Defects in preaching have throwna glamour of 
vagueness over Christian beliefs. A theology 
which is chiefly concerned to be esteemed con- 
sistent, to trace the pedigree of an orthodox 
succession, is decaying with dry rot, apd it is 
certain chat mea will cut it down and cast it in- 
to the fire. 

The installation of such a man in ancient 
Andover and the applause with which his 
sentiments were greeted shows that there is 
a general breaking away from the old, ex- 
treme, unyielding positions, and it is erystal- 
lized in the demand that the new and ad- 
vanced positions may be held without com- 
ing under the ban of the church. Mr. Beech- 
er some time ago experienced the injustice 
of the situation, though he was so circum- 
stanced and exercises such influence that he 
could get along without the church better 
than the chureh without him, 60 he quietly 
stepped out rather than be interfered with in 
his beliefs and in his work. Since that time, 


however, the church has invited hith back,

Should such a retirement oecur there would 
be little left ot the church but the steeple, 
which can hardly stand alone. If our read-

threshold of the battle. It may likely prove 
a severe one, but it is going to be fought, 
anid fought out, and thé victory will result in 
new and material progress towards the truth 
atid in an @mahcipation from the old fetters 
of dogmas that have come down from 


medieval times.

THE SHORTER (LICENSE) CATECHIS M. 

Who is urging upon the Common Council 
the attempt to nullify the new. State License 
law ? 

The saloonkeepers. 

What class of saloonkeepers favor this at- 
tempt at hullification ? 

The more disreputable ana irresponsible 
class, who feel that they cannot deal in 
“blue ruin“ under the terms of the new 
State law. 

Has the nullification scheme any support 
from the people outside of the lower ele- 
ments of saloonkeepers ? 

Yes; from the loafers and dead-beats who 
hang around the saloons and run their faces 
for their drinks. 

Have the people who pay for their tipple 
any desire to save the groggeries from con- 
tributing a proper share to the support of 
local government? 

No; they prefer that a part of the money 
they expend on drink shail go towards the 
maintenance of better local government. 

What will be the effect of changing back- 
ward the date of the license year? 

Merely to encourage litigation for the pur- 
pose of ‘depriving the cityof a million of 
dollars of revenue for one year. 

Will the saloonkeepers be required to pay 
the new license fees ultimately ? 

Yes; and in addition thereto the cost of 
litigation and the finés for selling liquor 
without a legal license in the meantime, 

Who, then, will be benetited by the at- 
tempt to nullify the State License law? 

Nobody but the Aldermen who get pay for 
their votes and the lawyers who shall be re- 
tained to defend the dramshops in the ensu- 


ing litigation. 


Tue most heartrending accident in many 
years occurred yesterday in the town of 
Sunderland, England. An entertainment 
was given in the Victoria Hall by a con- 
jurer, and was very largely attended, 
the most of the audience being chil- 
dren between 4 and 14 years of age. 
Some 1,200 had seats in the gallery. The 
few grown-up people in attendance and the 
children In the main body of the auditorium 
passed out at the close of the performance 
as quietiy as if from church. The lit 
tle opes up-stairs made a rush to the 
exit. At the first landing was a doorway 
only twenty inches wide. One IAttle one 
stumbled and fell. In less than a second a 
score had fallen over the prostrate body. 
From this point on no language can depict 
the horrible scene. Those behind became 
affrighted and crowded their way to the nar- 
row exit. It was sauve qui peut, as they im- 
agined, but in reality it was a death-trap more 
pi tiiess than the wheels of the juggernaut. 
In their frantic efforts to find escape the lit- 
tle victims fought and tore the clothes of 
each other, and still the crowd in the rear 
pressed on. Those in the dreadful vortex 
found no means of escape. Bruised, bleed- 
ing, and deprived of air they sank helpiesly 
to the floor, forming a chavtie mass of hu- 
manity seven or eight deep. As soon as 
the news of the disaster became spread 
the authorities erdered out.a regiment of 
infantry to preserve order and aid in rescu- 
ing the wounded and recovering the dead. 
The former were tenderly taken to their 
homes, and the latter, 178 in number, were 
laid out in the main hall for identification. 
The scenes of wo attendant cannot be de- 
scribed, and it is more eharitable to draw 
the veil, leaving only the Ail-Pitying Eye to 
witness the agonized fathers and mothers 
claiming the remains of those from whom 
they had so joyously parted but a few hours 
before.

E act restraining Municipal and County 
4% N uments from issuing Hcenses at less 
than a year for the sale of all kinds of 
intoxicating liquor, or less than $150 a year 
for the sale of malt liquor alone, is now a law 
of the State, though it does not go into effect 
until the Ist day of July. From that date 
every saloon in the State will be obliged to 
pay the minimum fees required by the State 
law in order to protect its privileges. The 
licenses issued in some portions of the State 
in May, andin other portions in April and 
June, will not hold good alter July 1, 1833, 
unless the saloonkeepers pay up the differ- 
ence between the old and new rates, because 
the license already issued to them is not a 
“contract,” as the Supreme Court has de- 
cided, and does not give them any rights for 
a definit period of time after the new law 
comes into force, If the Chicago Common 
Council shall endeavor to protect the grog- 
geries of this city from their obligation 
under the State law, the result will be that 
this city may be kept out of its share of 
the new municipal revenues pending long liti- 
gation, while the cities, towns, and counties in 
the remainder of the State will be in receipt 
of the added revenue of the new law. The 
loss to Chicago will be fully $1,000,000 dur- 
ing the current year, when the money was 
never more sorely needed by the city. If 
the Mayor and the Council think it will be 
possible to reconcile the taxpayers of Chica- 
goto this deliberate discrimination against 
Chicago, they entertain a very low estimate 
of the average inteiligence of Chicago’s citi- 


zaps.

Mr. ALBERT BRISBANE, the venerable 
gentleman who many years ago was a briil- 
iant exponent of Fourierism, and who had 
the temerity to lecture against the binding 
character of the marriage bond, has fur- 
bished a sensation in the way of divorce which 
might welloccupy the attention of some of 
our latter-day writers of fiction as offering 
an admirable theme for an analytical novel. 
Mrs, Albert Brisbane, so called, brought a 
suit against him for divorce in Kings Coun- 
ty, New York, to which Mr. Albert Bris- 
bane replied that, as he was never married 
to her, she cannot be his wife, and conse- 
quently no divorce can be, granted, and his 
subsequent so-called second marriage can- 
not be annulled. 

The mistake made by Mr. Brisbane, and by 
Mrs. Brisbane as well, was in sticking to the 
Fourierite theory, and not availing them- 
selves of the advantages offered by the 
courts. Instead of attacking the indissolu- 
bility of the marriage tie and living upon 
the theory of mutual agreement, they should 
have beldly married, and then had the mar- 
tiage declared off when they got tired of 
each other. In this way they could have 
kept within the pale of the law and had as 
many Wives and husbands as they pleased.

If this be good law (and there is no reason 
to doubt it) then the failure of the Common 
Council to pass a new ordinance giving spe- 
cific effeet to the terms of the new State law 
will deprive every saloonkeeper of hi¢ license 
legally to sell, and every one who shall con- 
tinue to sell intoxicating liquor will be con- 
ducting an illegal business. There is no ques- 
tion but the new State law makes the old li- 
cense ordinance of the city null ana void from 
and after July 1 next. if anewecity ordinance 
be necessary in order to authorize a license 
according to the terms of the new State law, 
and no such ordinance be passed, then no 
saloonkeeper will have a permit to sell. In 
such case every salounkeeper may be arrest- 
ed and prosecuted and punished for selling 
liquor without a license, and it is Very cer- 
tain that the Citizens’ League will institute a 
series of prosectitions which will make the 
saloonkeepers wish that the Council had 
passed a new ordinance in compliance with 
the State law. The scheme now pending be- 
fore the Council in order to save saloon- 
keepers from the obligations imposed upon 
them by the new State law may be the means 
of making them more trouble and expense

than they would experience if the new law 
| were quietly obeyed. 


«Ir the ordinance changing the date of the 
license year in this city be passed by the 
Council tomorrow night Mayor Harrison 
will probably under his oath of office, 
feel constrained to veto it. He is a lawyer, 
and he knows that no contract is made with 
the city by the issuing of a license. Conse- 
quently he must be aware that the only ef- 
fect of frauduiently changing the date of the 
license year backwards and of issuing 
low licenses between now and the Ist of 
July for a year forward will be to furnish a 
basis for litigation to keep the-city out of 
$1,000,000 during the year. It can scarcely 
be believed that he as Mayor of the city is 
willing to take any such responsibility upon 
his shoulders. Besides, Mr. Harrison is a 
candidate for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor, which is not under the control of 
the local doggeries and biewers, and pru- 
dence will suggest to him not to run dead 
against the solid sentiment of the rural dis- 
tricts irrespective of party on this license 
question. He certainly cannot imagine for a 
moment that the Democratic party of Illinois 
will indorse a conspiracy to break down a 
State law and deprive the municipality of a 
large revenue for the benefit of the lower 
class of saloonkeepers. To become a party 
to such a conspiracy will be to sacrifice all 
ambition he may entertain for higher polit- 
ical distinction at the hands of the people of 
lilinois, as well as a plain defiance of the law 
of the State.

Woen it is remembered 
that last week lard was worth about $40 a tierce, 
and that yesterday it was worth, according to the 
irregular trading, anywhere from $3 up tos a 
tierce, one can get an idea of bow much money 
chenged hands on tard alone, besides that iu 
other provisions and the grainjmwarkets, which 
were also effected by the drop in bog product. 
Of course the value ofall the lard held at ocher 
points in the United States, and the value of ail 
the purchas s for future delivery, made for 
otber parties here who still hold on to their stuff 
amid the storm was depreciated iu like propor- 
tion. It would be po exagwerauon to say that 
the holders of lard in hand and in possibility, 
which means future delivery, suffered au ag- 
gregate loss of $6,000,000 yesterday—a part of 
which, however, was recovered before the close 
of trading.

A SKETCH. 
PETER M’GEOCH’S CAREER. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 16.—[Special.)—Peter 
McGeoch is a native of Dumfrieshire, Scotiand, 
and came here about twenty-five or twenty-six 
yearsago. He is now a little over 30 years of 
age. Soon after coming nere be engaged in the 
grain-buying business with Mr. Von Kirk, the 
firm being Von Kirk & MeGeoch. Their trans- 
actions were rst coafined to country trading, 
but they finally came into the city and opened 
a com miseion mess. In 1868 the frm bougut 
out the slaugbtering establishment of Edward 
Roddie and transformed it into a pork-packing 
house. In 1877. Mr. McGeoch bought out Mx. 
Von Kirk's interest, and conducted an extensive 
business in bis own name till about a year ago, 
when he sold owt to Piakinton & Armour, 
He continued to speculate in in, however, and 
Mr. Van Kirk was interested in the famous wit 
“Lindbiom deal in wheat. which resulted in 
** clean out” Mr. Von Kirk and nearly ruin- 
ing Mr. MeGeoeb. Two years later Mr. McGeuch 
attracted the attention of the entire country by 
his connection with and management of the 
enormous July deal of 1878. The result of that 
corner was the netting of an enormous fortune 
to Mr. MeGeoch. Since that time and un- 
til the present he bas continued to speculate in 
deals of a greater or less magnitude, in most all 
of which he bas been successful. lu the deal of 
1878 it was reported that Mr. M 
was backed by Alexander Mitchell. The 
latter claimed that he bad a direct interest 
in the matter, though it was generally under- 
stood that Mitchell's Bank mmodated the 
specuiator toa large extent. me time ago 
Mr. McGeoch bougbt one of the street railway 
lines of this city, and has since extended its 
road tiihbe now owns the test length of 
street railways in the city.

THE RAILROADS. 


An Encrease in Eastbound Freight Ship- 
ments—Improved Condition of the 
Cropse—No Prespect ot a Bate War. 
Altbough east-bound freight business is pot as 
good as might be, yet it is better than the ral 
roads expected. Coutrary to general expecta- 
tions, east-bound hipmenats of four, grain, and 
provisions increased about 2,000 tons. The rea- 
sou for this is that tae demand in the East is 
qtite brisk, and fermers are more inclined to 
Sell what stuf they bave etill on band on ac- 
count of the more favorable crop prospects 
during the last few days. The weather out here 
bas been unusually fayorabie for crops during 
the last week, and if it continues so for the next 
two or three months there will yet be 
a large corn crop. As far as the winter- 
wheet crop is concerned there can be 
no more than bailf a crop in lilinois, and but littie 
more im other Western States, oven with the 
most favorable weather, as much of it hast be- 
come winter-killed. The proepects for a good 
crop of spring wheat in the West and North- 
west are very good, and the oat and grass crop 
promises te be larger than usual. Taking it all 
in ali, the prospects now are no worse than they 
were at this time last year. Railroad men are 
coneequently ia better epirite, and there is not 
go much compieinot about — of rates than 
there was @ week or two ago. othing has yet 
been done regarding admission of the 
Nickel-Plate and Chicano & Atiantic iato the 
douud pooi irom Cbic and 
the Delaware, Lackawauna «„ Western 
into the trunk-line pool between Buffalo 
sea pointe.

let from Buffalo to Chicago or the 
West, yet it will be able to make a good deal of 
trouble, as the Grand Trunk works in barmony 
with it. it is understood that the Grand Trunk 
bas Deen requested to stop the interchange of 
business with the Lackawanna as long as t per- 
sists in cutting rates. The Grand Trunk, bow- 
ever, refuses to do this on the ground that it is 
not responusibie for the cutting of rates by that 
road, and that it exacts its full proportion of 
the rates from it. It is quite certain, however, 
that the trunk lines will succeed beivre long in 
settiing this difficulty satisfactorily. Rather 
than riek a war on rates at this time they will

CHEATED A LAWYER. 


Samuel Devy Frith Did It by Commit- 
ting Suicide, 

A young Englisbman named Seymour called 
at police beadquarters last night to make some 
inquiries concerning 8. D. Frith, a countryman 
of bis, who, he bad beard, committed sutcide 
here about two weeks ago. This man Frith, 
it will be remembered, was in the empioy 
of Mr. S. P. Warner, of Austin, III., with whom 
he nad been for the last two years. Frith left 
Austin, telling nus employer that he was going 
back to Eugiand to claim a fortune, and the 
next Mr. Warner beard of him was when he re- 
ceived a notice that Frith had been fonnd 
drowned in the artificial lake at Garfield Park, 
with a note writtenon the margin of a hewe- 

aper: “Theone who finds me please notify 

r. Warner, of Austin. lil. 8. D. Frith.“ The 
body was turned over to Mr. Elton, and, after 
remaining at that place for some time withouta 
claimant, Mr. Warner refusing to assume any 
responsibility in the matter, the body of the 
bomeiess, friendiess wan was interred at the 
potters fieid. Mr. Seymour, the gentieman 
who called at the Central Station list 
oight, furnished the reporters with some 
iuformadon concerning the dead maus family 
connections. His fatber, who was a prominent 
and influential member of the English bar, died 
some seven years ago, leaving a0 extensive 
estate. This, according to the provisious of the 
will, was to be divided into as many portions as 
there were children, but oo cnild, with 
the exception of a son by the frst wife, 
wae to receive a penny of the lecacy untii the 
death of the mother. This arrangement did not 
suit the young men, and Samuel Davy Frith, the 
suicide, disposed of his interest io the estate to 
A lawyer for a sum equivaient to about $50,000. 
This act engered bis moiner, and she made it 
so @6©uncomfortable for dim dat he 
came w this country about five years ago. 
His younger brother Alfred. who had dis- 
posed of his interest ina similar manoer, a)so 
came to this country, settled in New York, was 
married there, and died about a year ago. The 
Folke at bone received vo tidings of samuel’s 
whereabouts, but as de was iaclined to live 
Dien it was thought tisely that de 
was spending bis money in riot- 
ous living. After bis money was gone be 
drifted West and weut to work for Warder to 
whom he spoke very frequentiy of his wealthy 
relacions. Mrs. Frith, wu is now about 60 years 
of age, stiil resides in Hackney, Loodon,witb her 
busband’s son by a first wife. Mr. Seymour 
feels certain that they know cotbing of Sam- 
vel’s suicide, and he will write them at once. 

Well,“ said be, in conclusion. tus lawyers 
will be knocked out on their speculation, that's 
one good thing.”

The new arrival 
was installed as mistress, and was allowed to 
abuse and strike Mrs. Phelps whenever she 
po Finally, Mrs. Phelps was driven from 
er own room and bed, compelled last winter to

A German and Wis Bohemian Wife. 

Two weeks ago Judge Tuley partly heard the 
case of Jacob Erier against Liazie Erler, in 
which the complainant, a burly teamster, asked 
or a divoree on the ground of crueity. The 
Judge, at ter heariug the complainant's testimo- 
ny, was a little incredulous about the truthful- 
ness of the complainant’s statements, and or- 
dered his wife to be summoned. This was done, 
and her statements, supported as they were by 
other evidence, effectually demolished the 
cruelty theory. As a matter of fact, both par- 
ties wanted a divorce. They became acquaint- 
ed while working at the same case making ci- 
gars. lu two weeks he proposed marriage, and 
she, after declining, as in duty bound, a few 
times, in a ft of spite, perbaps, feel- 
ing, as she paively expressed it, “down 
on everybody,” agreed to marry him. Ina 
week they had their first quarrel, and after that 
difficulties and misuondersteandings were tre- 
quent. Sus frankly admitted that when he 
abused der she would throw anything at bim 
she could lay hands on. He is a heavy man and 
she a frail, small woman, and he appareatly was 
notin any danger. One Hure of trouble was 
that he was a German and she a Bohemian, with 
a strodg preferenc: for people of her own na- 
tionality. The Judge in deciding the case said 
that the husband had failed to make out any 
case, and the bill would be dismissed. This 
seemed to be as much a disappointment to Mrs. 
Erier as ber busband, tor she admitted she 
did not want to live with bim, but only wanted 
him compelled to support her child. There was 
no help for it in the present suit, and the parties 
were sent back to live together again, which it 
is safe to say they will never do. 


A Husband Who Lauchs at His Own 
Shame. 

The last act in the Detering divorce case was 
enacted yesterday before Judge Moran, and 
Mrs. Detering got her divorce. The charge was 
cruelty, and the case has been pending some 
time. The defendant, Heury Detering. is a sa- 
loonkeeper who bas been in jail for his obsti- 
nacy in retust to pay alimony, and he prom- 
ised to make a bitter fight. At the last moment, 
however, he bucked down, withdrew his answer 
and oross- bill, and allowed the case to go by de- 
fault. 241 the bearing he sat laughing at the 
story of bis brutality and disgrace, as though it 
was extremely amusing. is wife said she 
was married in 1868, and lived with him 
until about three years ago when she left him 
on account of his abuse. but went back the next 
day. In December last, she bad indubitabie 
pruof of his inffdelity, ahd she ieft him. 
hotelkeeper at Crete gave some corroborative 
evidence, and Mrs. Detering was granted a 
divorce. The question of alimony was reserved. 


A Spouse Who Mysteriously Disap- 
peared. 

Anule Allen testified she was married to Rich- 
ard Alien in October, 1879, and lived with bim 
untii June following, when he left her without 
any cause, and she has never seen him since. 
During the time they lived together they never 
dad a cross word or look. She did not know 
when he went away. Several witnesses bore 
evidence to the young lady's good character, 
but none correborated her evidence as to 
desertion, and Judge Gardner continued the 
case a week for more testimony.

Judge Moran yesterday morning heard the 
Dyrenforth divorce case, which attracted some 
attention a few weeks ago. The names in the 
bill as originally fled were Lora Denver sgainst 
Ludwig Denver, but shortly afterward leave 
was given to amend the bill, and the names were 
changed to Laura F. Dyrenforth againet Louis 
F. Dyrenforth. The charge made was adultery. 
The case was allowed to go by default, and the 
evidence was heard yesterday. The parties were 
married in 1874, and had twochiidren. Mrs. 
Dyrenforth said her domestic troubies began 
about a year ago, when her husband sent her 
away, and she moved to South Evanstop. He 
lived with her off and on from that time until 
last April, staying away a month or two ata 
time and then staying at home for a night or 
two. Oo we 28th of last April she reeeived a 
letter to the effect that her husband was un- 
faithful to her, and she taxed bim with it. He 
admitted the charge. A policeman testified to 
naving seen the defvndant in a house of doubt- 
ful repute, but the Judge said he would like a 
little more corroborating evidence, and the case 
was continued a week.

DUKES’ FUNERAL. 


His Remains Interred at ChurchhiHl 
Cemetery, Near Uniontown. 4 
Usrontown, Fa., June 16.—All that was mor- 
tal of Nicholas Lyman Dukes, the man whose 
presence caused family discord, disgrace, and 
bioodshed at Uniontown, was hidden from sight 
today in Churchhill Cemetery, the burying- 
ground ot the Strubel family, a short distance 
from here, in German Township.

PNEUMATIC TUBES. 


A NOVEL ENTERPRISE FOR LAYING THEM 
BETWEEN CHICAGO AND NEW YORK, 
An interesting enterprise was last week 
brought to light through the medium of a New 
York civil engineer, who is here in connection 
with the establishment of a pueumatic pipe 
line between New York and Chicago. The pians, 
as partiy developed., are to lay a four-inch iron 
pipe for the purpose of transmitting letters, 
messages, grain samples, diamonds, jewelry, or 
other small and light parcels, at a maximum 
tariff of 10 cents for packages and five cents for 
letters, etc. Way stations will be established at 
Cleveland, Buffaio, and possibiy one other point. 
The pipe will be the ordinary round kind in com- 
mon use,similar to gas pipe,and the entire length 
of the line will be made air-tight witb brass 
stations at the points named. The boxes for the 
conveyaoce of messages, etc., will be made of 
sole-leather, with wooi air-resisters as used at 
the present time in short pneumatic tubes. Eu- 


air-pumps will be placed at the termini, and 
smaller engines at the way-stations. Seventeen 
patents for various improvements have been 
secured by the originators of the scheme, and 


as revealed at present will be about as follows: 
Commeocing at 6 o'clock in the mornmg, Wash- 
ington time, the boxes containing through mes- 
sages, et., will be fed into the tube at Cbicago 
and “biown”’ toward New York while the Chi- 
cago pump is charging the tube and the New 
York pump is exhausting the air. The last 
x, started at Ohicago at 6:30 a. m., 
will be provided witn an electric signal attach- 
ment will automatically anoounee its ar- 
rival at Cleveland, where the local quota of 
boxes are juserted, and later on the same at 
Buffalo. The last box will arrive at New York 
at 10 o'clock, the trip being made in about fou 
hours. Then the line will be occupied with the 
west-bound traffic tor the succeeding four 
hours, and so oa alternately day and night. 
However, wben the second pipe sbuil bave been 
completed one will be used for west-bound and 
the other for east- bound business, thus obviat- 
ing delays and doting away with the alternating 
system. ith only one pipe it is expected that 
during each four-bour period 1,000 boxes can be 
transmitted, each earning about $2 in freight, 
or a total of $12 during the twenty-four hours, 
ing aggregate earnings $12,000 per day for the 
line. Tue total cost of operating the system is 
estimated at $1,125 daily, which inciudes 30 
pipe section men (repairers), üfty station oper- 
ators, and 100 delivery and colleccion messengers. 
The cost of erecting the line will be something 
less than $4,000 per mile, and the entire plant. 
in Ayding engines, etc., will not exceed $4,250,000. 
ost serious obstacie to the immediate con- 
summation of the strange scheme is che right 
of way. but it is said the parties have been 
working successfully to obtain this. The pipe 
will be placed underground in the cities, but 
the bulk of the line lextend aloug tne tracks 
of certain railways, the pipes in most instances 
being attached to and swung from the ends of 
the ties. For certain short distances, for con- 
necting links, the pipe will be laid through fields 
and along country roads, where it will be placed 
on jacks and pedestals, or swung aloug the base 
of thé ¢ommon board fence, In crossing couu- 
try ronds it will be elevated upon sbort 
les. ree telegraph wires will aiso 
attached to and extend along the pipe to be 
used for electric signaling between stations. At 
least one engineet believes the scheme a fensi- 
bie one, and should it prove a success it is 
thought another pipe line will be added for the 
exclusive transfer of grain from Chicago to New 
York, by which 50,000 bushels could be carried 
daily for 10 cents per bushel. at a profit of $2,500 
per day. Grain placed in the tube here would 
arrive io New York in about five bours, the 
transfer time being somewhat slower thau the 
message line. Appliances are now being experi- 
mented with by which, with the aid of auto- 
matic attachments, the grain pipe-line would 
be contintually char from the bins at the 
principal elevators here and delivered at a gen- 
erai ceptral elevator in New York. The grain, 
it is claimed, would be improved by the 
assage. The capacity of the grain 
ine being onfy about 13,000,000 bushels annu- 
ally, it would not seriously interfere with raii- 
way t cas at present establisne unless halt 
a doz nor more pipes should be laid. The pro- 
jectors of the enterprise state that all the 
money is pledwed necessary to carry out the 
plans expeditiousiy, and at a conference to be 
beid here on the 26th inst. the full details will 
probably be made public.

PECATONICA. 


Interesting Exercises in Commemora- 
tion of the Auniversary of a Neted In- 
diau Battie. 

DARLINGTON, Wis., June 16.—[Special.]— To- 
day the descendants of the early pioneers of 
this part ot the State celebrated the ufty-Ufth 
anniversary of the battle of Pecatonica. The 
fight which the celebration commemorated 
was one of the decisive contests of the later- 


— — 


day Indian wars in this part of the country. It 


was marked by the characteristic pluck and 
beroism of the settlers, which their descend- 
ants do well to remember and celebrate. The 
raids of the Indians bad become frequent and 
murderous. Information reached Fort Detiance 
the 15th of June that the preceding day the 
savages had attacked a party of white settiers, 
killing uve, in a corntiela near the mouth of 
Spafford’s Creek. Capt. Hoard, in command, 
dispatched a messenger to Dodzevilte 
to notify Col. Henry Dodge of the 
state of affairs. At the same time Lieut. Charies 
Bracken was sent toghe scene of the massacre 
with a small force of menu. mounted. He stopped 
for the night at Fort Hamilton, and the fol- 
lowing morning be was joined by another small 
force, and, with the united forces, he went out 
ana buried the murdered settiers. Returning to 
Fort Hamilton, be found Capt. Gentry with a 
few men a wait him. The next day Col. Dodge 
arrived and assumed command. Aithough the 
entire force of soldiers was small, and the size 
of tae Indian army not definitly known, Col. 
Dodge started on the trail at once. He con- 
ducted the affair with the discretion of an ex- 
perienged Indian fighter. After findimg the 
exact location of the Indians, the Colonel gave 
bis men full instructions as to what was ex- 
pected of them. The latter dismounted and 
“prepared for the attack by renewing their 
flints, repriming their guus, unbu(toning their 
shirt-collars, and tightenimg their deits.“ as the 
historian of the affair puts it. The whites sur- 
rounded the Indians and rusbed down upon 
them. Each side fired one volley; the whites 
churged and engaged the Indians in a band-to- 
band coutiict before the latter could reload their 
pieces. The history of the fignt — 1 

With such spirit was the attack conducted 
that in a few miuutes, with the loss of three 
men, the enemy was completely overpowered, 
eleven indians having been killed on the spot, 
while two others, wounded, were tracked up the 
bank of the stream and were scajped, and four 
others crept beneath the surrounding brush- 
wood or into the long grass on the neighboring 

rairie and died of their wounds. None of the 

odian assailants escaped to tell the story of the 
battle of the Pecatonica.” 

The celebration today took place on the bat- 
tleground in the Town of Wiota. There was an 
immense gathering of citizens of the surround- 
ing country. The day wus fine. Everything 
passed off very pleasantly. Gen. A. C. Dodge, 
of lowa, was the principal orator, and was fol- 
lowed by the Hon. M. ses M. Strong. of Mineral 
Point, andthe Hon. Peter Parkinson, of Fayette 
—the latter the only survivor of the battie.

A Receiver for the Chicago Land Com- 
pany at the Request of 
Stockholders. | 
The Complicated Troubles of a Music- 
Dealer—A Doctor’s Heavy 
: Libel Suit. 


A Receiver Appointed for the Chicago 
Land Compauy. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the United States 
Cireuit Court by John Pearce, Edward Reed, 
John Reed Jr., Charles BE. Allen, and about 
twenty others, residents of Boston, Mass., Co- 
lumbus, O., Burlington, Vt., and elsewhere, 
against Edwin H. Sheldon, Berthold Loewen- 
thal, and Walter S. Gurnee to close up the af- 
fairs of the Chicago Land Company. The com- 
plainants represent that they are holders of 
certificates of shares in the Chicago Land Com- 


tees, for the purpose of acquiring, 
and selling real estate in Cook 
capital stock was $1,500,000, divided into 18.000 
Shares, which was to be considered as the repre- 
sentation of the lands pro d to be acquired. 
The stock was subsequently increased to 81.970. 
Qu. The title to the lands acquired was to be 
taken in the names of the trustees. Thespecu- 
lation was to be closed in June, 1863, but the 
time was by vote of the stockholders extended 
to 1873, and then to 18383. During the course of 
the existence uf the company the trustees have 
acquired 1,710 shares of the stock of the com- 
any, and now bold notes and other securitics 
— 2 to the amount of $80,000. The present 
trustees are E. H. Sheldon, Berthold Loewenthal, 
and Walter S. Gurnee, and, besides the notes and 
stock, they hold real estate on the North Branch 
worth $700,000, which cannot be sold at public 
ale without great loss. The trustees 
claim they must, under the articies of agree- 
ment, sell all the assets at pubiic auction, 
and advertised a sale for June E. but they only 
succeded in selling a few lots at very low prices, 
and the sale was continued. The complainants, 
who constitute a large majority of the stock- 
holders, are uuwiliing to have the property 
sacrificed in this way, but the trustees do not 
feel authorized to dispose of the property in 
any other way. Gurnee, being also a stock- 
hoider, bas resigned his position as trustee, and 
Sheldon and Loewenthai are proposing to do the 
same. This. if done, would leave the company 
without officers, and, in view of tbe conflict of 
opinion between the trustees and stockholders, 
the latter ask that a Receiver may be appointed 
with the usual powers to close up the company's 
affairs.

The Rapter Barn-Burning Case. 

Judge Rogers yesterday decided the case of 
Fannie E. Greenleaf against Edward and Amelta 
B. Rapier, which has been heard by him picce- 
meal during the last five moaths. At the time 
the present suit was begun. in 1882, Mrs. Rapier 
was the wife of Edward Rapier, her tbird hus- 
band, but sbe has since procured a divorce, and, 
though stil a young woman, is at present eu- 
joying a boneymoon with husband No 4, in Call- 
fornia. In the fall of 1881 she and her then hus- 


band rented a fine bouse and lot in Lake View 
belouging to Mrs. Greenleaf. After they bad 
been there about six weeks the laundry took 
fire one Sunday morning and was burved to the 
ground. The accident was caused by the coach- 
mau. who lighted a tire in a stove for the purpose 
of doing some work. Mrs. Greenleaf claimed 
the fire was due to vegligence on the part of the 
tenants, and began an attachment suit to recover 
$500, the value of the building, and Mrs. Kapier’s 
horses were attacbed, Mr. Kaper having de- 
serted, his wife. The attachment was subse- 
quently dissoived. The borses were sold for 
$1,000. Judge Rogers yesterday held that the 
coachman was the servant of Mr. Rapier onis. 
No negiigence was shown on the partof the 
coachman or Rapier, and no action could be 
maintained against Mrs. Kapier, on the ground 
that the coachman was the servant of Mr. 
Rapier, although he bad charge of Mrs. Rapier's 
horses. Even though the tire was not accounted 
for, the defendants were not bound to 
explain it. in order to _  entitic the 
plaintitk to recover she must show 
actual vegligence on the part of the defendants, 
which she had notdone. A judgment would 
therefore be entered for the defendants on both 
issues, and the attachment would be dissoived.

A Musie-Dealer in Trouble on Account 
of His Confidential Clerk. 

A bill was filed Saturday in the Superior Court 
by John C. F. Clark against Wiiliam M. Madden 
and Fannie B. Clark to prevent the former from 
preventing the property in his store, No. 1138 
Adams street, from being removed, or from ip- 
terfering with the property in any way. 
Or from assigning a contract with . 
A. Evans & Bro. of ton, for the 
purchase and sale of sheet music. 

n his bill Clark says the business used to be- 
long to him, out that he sold it to his sister 
Fanny, mostly on credit. In November, 1882, 
she soid it to Madden for $7,000, which he paia 
in $1,000 cash, a $1,000 note, and a $5,000 note. At 
the same time she made a contract with Madden 
that she Was to handie all the money, keep it iu 
bank in ber own name, give him one-third of 
the profits, and apply two-thirds on the pay- 
ment of the notes. Meanwhile she was to run 
the business, and receive a salary of S a week. 
Madden also gave her a chattei mortage on the 
stock and fixtures, including 460,000 sheets of 
music, to secure the judemedt notes. As soon 
as the contract was executed. Mies Clark, who 
is a divorced woman, assigned the notes and 
mortgages to her brother. June 9 she levied on 
the stock to satisfy a judgment for $735, which 
she had got against Madden by confession; and 
this, together witb threats of attachments from 
other quarters, led Mr. Clark to attempt to 
foreciose his mortgage. He met, however, with 
forcible resistance from Madden, partiy be- 
cause some of the stock was newly-acquired 
stock, which the mortgage did not cover legally. 
though it includes it equitably. Hence he aske 
the aid of the court insaving dis chattels, both 
from Madden and fro his sister’s levy. 

On the 9th inst. the sister, Fanny B. Clark, en- 
tered up judgment by confession in the Superior 
Court against Madden for 8768. ou a judgment 
note for „ and another for $200 made to her, 
and Saturday a motion was made before Judge 
Williamson to set aside the judgment. Madden 
filed some affidavits, in which he claimed that 
since the Mn of January last be had allowed 
bis cashier, Fannie B. Clark, to keep the bank 
account in her name, and take charge of the 
cash and business, on account of his long ab- 
sence from thecity. About the Ist of June, at 
ber request and solely for ber accommodation, 
be gave hera judgment note for $500, and an- 
other for $200, on which she was to raise money 
and give bim $200, tne remainder being for ber 
own ese. She gave him the $200, and he depos- 
ited it in the bunk. She then entered up judgment 
against him on the whole amount, drew all his 
money from the bank, and caused his stock of 
music to be seized by the Sherilf. In opposition 
to the motion Miss or Mrs. Clark filed attidavits 
claiming that in November last sue sold Mad- 
den a stock of music, etc., valued at $7,000, on 
condition that she was to remain in the control 
of the property until the purchase price was 
paid. That the $500 note was given in payment 
of her salary, which was long overdue, and the 
€200 note . Sew tor the $200 sbe ioaned 
Madden. bsequentiy hearing that Madden's 
creditors were about tg press bim, sbe bad the 
notes put in judgment to protect herseif. The 
motion was argued about two hours before 
Judge Williamson, and he finally decided, inas- 
much as the testimony was conflicting, to hear 
tire case on the merits, but to allow the judg- 
meant to stand as security in the meantime, 


A Doctor Sues for Damages to His 
Reputation. * 

Dr. Winlam Parsons commenced a suit in the 
Circuit Court Saturday against Charles Cald- 
well, Robert Lunham, and Frank C. Mo- 
Gowan to recover $50,000 for alleged libel. 
He claims that he is a regulariy grad- 
vated physician, having received his di- 
ploma from Rush Medical College in 1874, 
and bas devoted his attention specially to cases 
of puerperal fever, peritonitis, and the like. 
The defendants, however, one of whom, Charies 
Caldwell, is a doctor in bis neighborhood, bave 
recently been circulating reports which finally 
reuched the newspapers, that plaintiff was oot 
a skillful physician, and that be dad failed 
three times in his examination at Rush, and 
finally only got through by private examination. 
They also inspired the insertion in the ‘Inter- 
Ucean of May 13 last of an articie which tnsinu- 
ated that Parsons bad had eight deaths from 
puerperal fever in bis practice within about a 
month, and that Dr. Rauch had advised him to 
discontinue practice foratime. A list of deatbs 
was also given, and interviews with Dr. Rauch 
and G. W. McDonaid. article was copied in 
a Town of Lake paper of May 18, and copies of 
the latter paper were gratuitouely distributed 
among all the piaintitf’s neighbors and patients. 
Dr. Parson that this article was false 
and libelous, and made for the express purpose 
of injuring bim and destruying his practice, and 
be asks that the deferdants may be compelled 
to pay for tne damage he has suffered.

may befully carried into effect.” This rule of 
construction is in express terms made applica- 
bie to all jaws that are since in force. pro- 
vision requires a liberal construction to effect- 
uate the purpose of the Legisiature, but it does 
not require the court to bring cases of like 
nature not named in terms as clear by implica- 
tion into the statute, nor to give a narrow and 
restricted meaning tothe language employed, 
but to fairly and reasonably ory out the inten- 
tion of the Legisiature. e are then 
required to determine, from the language 
of the section, whether it was 
the purpose of the Legislature to limit the fine 
for a first offense to no more than $100. As a 
general rule, the exclusion of ore subject or 
thing is the inclusion of all other things. W bere 
the Legisiature in this case excluded the power 
of the court to impose a ne of less than $100 it 
by implication authorized the exercise of power 
toimpose a ne for more than that sum. It 
fixed the minimum but not the maximum. Had 
there been an intention to fix that 
sum as a limit, with a minimum 
and maximum, it appears almost incredible 
that no language was employed to manifest the 
intention. Here the court shows from a con- 
struction of that law that, in omitting to limit 
the penalty to not more than 8100, it was not 
from inadvertence or mistake, but was inten- 
tional. If se, it must haw been designed to au- 
thorize a fine of more than $100 for the first of- 
fense. It would not be a strained vonstruction 
to say that, for the first ofiense, there is a 
limit. The Legislature evidently regarded 
a second offense as graver tha’ the first, 
hecause the tine ie fixed at $500 and imprison- 
ment in the county jail. I is thus reasonable to 
infer that it was not intended that the ‘ine fora 
first offense should be more than the second 
and greater offense. On this question of con- 
struction of the section under consideration, 
we receive but little ald from adjudged cases. 
lu the case of Drake vs. the State (56 Texas Ap- 
peals, 649) the fetatute provided that in such 
cases, the person confined (referring to the 
imprisonment), “should be contined in the 
penitentirry not less than five years, but fixed 
no maximum limit. In the opinion the court 
affirming the judgment it says it was urged that 
the punishment was too severe, but the court 
did not allow the objection. (See also Childs vs. 
The State, 2 Texas Appeals. 36.) The case of 
Stinson vs. Pond is referred to as supporting the 
rule of construcaon contended for by the plaint- 
iff in error. That was au action of debt to ro- 
cover a penalty under an act of Congress given 
for marking the word “patented” op uppa- 
tented manufactured articles, which is pro- 
hibited under a penalty of not less than $100, 
Thus it is seen, in that respect, that the statute 
was similar to the Texas and our statutes. 
Judge Curtis in construing the statute hela that 
the penulty was limited to $100. We are unabie 
to concur with bis conclusions because it seems 
to us, under our act, such was not the intention 
of the Legisiature. ln punishment short of the 
déatb penaity there ie given a wide range be- 
tween limits. tere is an offense against tho 
public of most various consequences, but it ad- 
mits of degrees, and offenses should be pun- 
ished according to the degree of the offense. 
In one case a man, we will suppose, keeps a 
small caming-house where occasionally a few 
persons meet and bet small sums. On the other 
hana another pe:son keeps a palatial concern 
wherein large sum: are lost, where thousaads of 
dollars change hands to hundreds in the smaller 
concern. Sball both be punished by the same 
penalty? Justice forbids it, and it cannot be 
believed that the Legislature ever so intended. 
The Legislature may constitutionally confer the 
power ou the courts or juries to proportion the 
punishment according to the circumstances. 

It is likewise insisted that the court erred in 
sustaining the demurrer to the p'ea of outer 
fair convict. Although that plea and outer fair 


‘acquit have been used in our practice, they are 


useless under the provisions of our statute. The 
423d section of the criminal code provides that, 
upon the arraignment of a prisoner, it should 
be sufficient without complying with any other 
form to declare orally, by himself or his counsel, 
that he is not guilty. This provision in terms 
dispenses with all other pleas and forms, and 
permits all meritorious defenses to be made un- 
der the plea of not guilty. The defendant, bad 
be chosen to doso, could have introduced evi- 
dence of a former conviction of the same offense 
then being tried, if he had such evidence, and 
could have been acquitted. Had he offered 
such evidence andit bad been rejected, then 
there would have been error. 

It is urged tbat the Circuit Court did not have 
jurisdiction because ‘he section under he 
(plaintiff-in-error) was tried is repugnant to Sec. 
S81 of the criminal code. Itis original 
jurisdiction in all cases of mis- 
demeanor, where the punishment is 
by fine only and the tine does 
not exceed 6200, is conferred upon Justices of 
the Peace. There are at least two conclusive 
answers to this objection. There is nothing to 
indicate that exciusive jurisdiction was intend- 
ed to be conferred; but had there becu such, it 
would have been a violation of Sec. 12 of Art. 6 
of the Constitution. 

It is next urged that the Legislature, having 
conferred powers on the City of Chicago to up- 
press gambimg- houses, and it baving assumed 
the power and passed an ordirance for 
the purpose, the court has no juris- 
diction to try the case; that when 
a proce eding was had under the ordinance that 
judgment was an end of the case, and there was 
no power to prosecute under the general law 
for this offense. That the Legislature may 
rightfully declare the same act to be two of- 
fenses, and to be punisbed as such, bas lou 
been the settled law of the State. In Freelan 
vs. The People (16 Illinois, 330), it was heid that 
where one was tried and convicted for an 
assault and battery, and where indicted with 
others for a riot in committing the act 
for which he had been convicted, that 
conviction was no bar to the prosecution for the 
riot, as the act committed included the two of- 
tenses. Other like cases were aiso cited, show- 
ing the same conclusions. Thus it is seen the 
doctrine is established in this jurisdiction. 

These and subsequent cases annul the doctrine 
of Berry vs. The people (6 III., 223). The dele- 
gation of powers to the city to suppress gam- 
biing-bouses and its exercise must be concur- 
rent toa limited extent. No one will contend 
that the Legislature intended to or did confer 
the power on the city to punish the third 
offense with imprisonment inthe penitentiary. 
The limit of the fine a city or village can im- 
pose under the general act of incorporation is 
$200, and the imprisonment not more than six 
months. Hence it cannot be inferred under any 
circumstances that the city has jurisdiction to 
impose the penaity for the second and third 
offense prescribed by this section. Where juris- 
diction was conferred on the city it was to ena- 
bie it to define and punish the keeping of gam- 
bling- bouses as any offense against the city and 
its inhabitants, and not to yield the powers of 
the State to the municipality. 

The court then declares the judgment of the 
appellant court affirmed.

Among the Architects, 

One of the nnest and most thoroughly finished 
residences that will be erected during the pres- 
ent season on the North Side will be one for Mr.

Butlding Operations, 

There was a noticeable revival in building op- 
erations during the week, and all over the city 
the ring of the trowel and sound of the hammer 
were beard from early morn till late in the even- 
ing. Everywhere buildings suddenly sprang 
from the basements that had been leisurel put 
in during the bricklayers’ strike, and the great- 
est activity was observable in all quarters. No- 
where was the renewed activity more noticeable 
thanin the Building Department. Each day 
showed increased applications for permits, and 
the privileges granted to build were more nu- 
— than during any previous week of the 

Some of themen who were instrumental in 
bringing about the strike, and who have since 
busied themselves among the workmen with the 
view of inaugurating another strike,early in 
the week circulated stories to the etfect that 
there was much discontent among the brick- 
layers. and that there was a likelihood that the 
men would goon a general strike about the 
first of next month. This report is but the last 
effort of the unvrincipied scoundrels who have 
fomented discord ip the past to evoke the small 
power they possess felt. As far as the union is 
concerned, it is powerless for or evil, and 
without concert of action there can be no strike. 
In fact, there is no cause for a strike, except on 
the part of the men who are incapabie of earn- 
ing more than half of the wages paid experi- 
enced workmen. If good weather continues, 
and no serious drawbacks are experienced, 
much more building will be done in Chicago 
than was anticipated a fortnight ago.

It is 
also rumored that the * r Sewing-Machine 
Compaay, of Elizabeth, N. J., which is about to 
leave that city on account of excessive taxation, 
is thinking of locating in the same section. The 
piansof the shops are complete, and it is un- 
Werstood that work will be begun this month. 
President Hegewisch stated to a reporter at the 
time of Bis last visit, about a month ago, that 
the shops could be in working shape within 
three months after the begiuning of active 
building operations.

The Dunkers—National Convention at 
Dayton, O., of a Peculiar Sect. 

The end, in view of which the convention of 
Dunkers at Dayton was held, was accomplished. 
The consolidanon of all the different factions 
making up what are Known as the Progressives, 
marks an important event in the history of the 
Dunker denomination, The purpose of the con- 
vention was the reorganization ot the German 
Baptist Church, better known as the Dunker, by 
consolidating all the different tactions of the 
branch known as Progressives. The Dunker 
denomination is divided into three branches— 
Old Order Brethren, Congregationals, and Leedy 
Brethren. Of these the Oid Order Brethren are 
vi lently opposed to Sunday-schools, edu- 
cation, and newspaper reading, and in this 
particular are radically different from the 
Progressives, Leedy Brethrea, and Congrega- 
tionals, who are all urging education in the 
church. This important difference in opinion 
has divided the denomination until of late the 
Old Order Brethren have refused the Pro- 


gressives admissioag to their meetings. The Na- 
tional Convention, which has just adjourued, 
has consolida the Progressi ’ 


name of BrethrenChurch. This new Brethren 
order is to be governed socially, as well as in the 
cburch, by the New Testament alone. Ashland 
College, of Ashland, O., was selected as the Na- 
tional educational institudon of the church, 
with the understanding that the debt is to be

The city was crowded with thousands of vo- 
culiar ple dur the week. Delegates from 
every State in the Unjon were in attendance. 
The mass of the visitors put up at second-ciass 
botels. Asa people they are not lavish in the 
expenditure of money, althopgh a large — 
portion of the wealthiest farmers in the u i 
— are Dunkers. They are thrifty, and make 
excellent citizens. It is one of the laws of the 
denomination that all personal controversies be 
settled by the church instead of in law, and al- 
though there are more Dunkers in Montgomery 
County and Dayton than any othercounty in the 
United States, they seidom or never make their 
appearance in the courts, and particularly avoid 
the Police Court. They are nearly all farmers, 
and modest in their dr and manners. Orig- 
inally tney were called Tunkers 4 to dip) be- 
cause they —— by dipping. It was easy to 
step from Tunkers to Dunkers, and subsequent- 
ly to Dunkards, the name by which they are 
universally known. Formerly they were called 
Tumblers, from their baptizing three times face 
foremost. A more dignified application is Ger- 
man Baptista, given because of their German 
descent and Baptist principles. 

The Tunker Church was established in 1700 at 
Schwartznau, Germany, by Alexander Mack 
and others. This first society consisted of eignt 
persons—five men and three women. Two other 
societies or congregations were organized soon 
after, but persecuuos drove all of them to Crey- 
feild, Holland, and Friesland, and still the tires 
of persecution burned after them, until in 1719 
twenty famiiies fled to America, and in 1820 
many more families, in all thirty-nine, followed. 
From this small number the church crew, until 
of late the membership has been estimated at 
pearly 100,000. Their history is remarkable for 
its quiet and peaceful course. For nearly a 
century and a halt divisions and dissensions 
were aimost unknown. Three facts contributed 
tothis unity: First, their settling in colonies 
and having but iittie association with otber 
churches; second, their being an agricultural 
people and having but little time to devote to 
education; third, their great confidence in their 
elders, and their strict adherence to the teach- 
ings of the fathers. 

in the iate years the Progressives have broken 
away from the Old Order Brethren. One of 
the Old Order said publicly that he thanked God 
that no book or newspaper had ever been al- 
lowed in bis house. The organization and con- 
solidation of the Progressives is considered as a 
sure indication of the total disappearance ul- 
timateiy of the Old Order of Brethren. It is 
expected, too, that the organization under the 
less eccentric name, and with more liberal 
views, will bring thousands of new converts to 
the church. The Old Order of Brethren, who 
number several thousand iu this country alone, 
express the utmost contempt for the doings of 
— convention and the new church just orgun- 
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Orthodoxy—Its Hight as Compared 
with These of Atheism. 

[The Standard. —A recent writer has set over 
against each other two institutions, consecteda 
with the founding of which certain provisions 
were made binding upon the generations that 
should come after. One of these is Girard Col- 
lege, Philadelphia, the other the theological 
seminary at Andover. Mr. Girard. as is well 
kuown, provided in his will, in connection with 
the bequest for founding the college which 
bears his name, that no minister of religion 
sbould ever be admitted within its wails. The 
founders ot the Andover Seminary included 
among the actsin which that institution was 
created, certain articles of faith, Calvinistic in 
character, and indicating the Christianity there 
to be taught. The provision in Mr. Girard's 
will no one thinks of violating, evading, or seek- 
ing to change. Whether those who teach at 
Andover should consider themselves bound by 
the now celebrated creed which the founders of 
that institution put upon record as defining the 
Andover theology, bas been a matter of debate 
for more than two years. Whatever is against 
theology, and even against religion itself, hag, it 
seems, its rights. Has orthodoxy, on its own 
part, any rights which men are bound to re- 
spect? 8 

The matters in debate at Andover, as read- 
ers ure aware, arose in connection with the af- 
fair of the appointment. ur rather the seating, 
of Dr. Newman Smyth as Professer of Theology 
in that seminary. His well-known views on cer- 
tain points, such as that of. a future probation, 
raised of necessity the question whether that, 
with certain rather free views on the subject of 
inspiration, can be taught at Andover consist- 
entiy with the provisions of the creed. Those 
who favored the appointment, and who would 
justify certain men already Professors iu that 
seminary ip holding their chairs, in spite ofa 
very considerable divergence on their part from 
the creed in the views they bold, claim that, so 
fur as the creed is concerned, the question is 
really one of interpretation. They would inter- 
pret the creed to suit the times and views now 
prevailing.” Why not dothe samein the case 
of Girard College? It is quite possible that if 
Stephen Girard were making bis will today he 
would teel that a provision suchas that which 
now appears in the instrument made by him 
fifty er more rears ago would be so wut of keep- 
ing with public sentiment, as it now is, as not to 
be ventured, it iseven possibie that while so 
many institutions are being founded, or else 
endowed, by large-minded men on principles of 
absolute religious freedom, he would catch from 
them enough of that spirit to prevent the inser- 
tion in his willof a clause so belittiing to the 
great charity he was founding and so discredit- 
able to himself. Why is it that no one, upon 
these grounds, takes stepsto have that clause 
set aside; Or if that be impossible, why does not 
some one propose a way in which it may be 
evaded; some new interpretation, “suited to 
the times and views now prevailing’? Is it only 
orthodox utterances which may be “ interpret- 
ed away? 


The Grotto of Lourdes—An Account of 
Recent Miracles. 

The Rey. I. P. Vanchie, late chaplain at the 
Grotto of Our Lady of Lourdes, delivered a 
lecture in New York in which he said that in 
1858 Lourdes first became famous, for in that 
year acry went forth that a strauge apparition 
had been seen there in agrotto. The vision, 
which was in the form of a woman robed in 
white and wearing a biue scarf,appeared on 
eighteen different occasions to a poor peasant 
girl 14 years of age named Bernadette Soubi- 
rons. The little town flashed at once into no- 
toriety. But stranger miracles were yet to 
come, for as the child stood one day in the cor- 
ner of the grotto the figure appeared and bade 
ber go and wash herself. Bernadette went at 
once to the River Gave, but was told to return 
and wasb in the grotto. But where was the wa- 
ter? Suddenly, as if inspired, the child stooped 
and scraped away a little earth, and a ciear 
spring rose and sparkled at ber feet. Berna- 
dette’s work was done. Soon after the last ap- 
pearance of the vision, which took place in July, 
— * entered a conveut in Nevers, and died 
in 1877. 

Crowes went to visit the marvelous fountain, 
and soon found that its waters had strange 
powers of healing. The blind, the halt, the 
maimed, men, women, and children suffering 
from all kinds of ailments, were cured. A com- 
mittee, consisting of men of scienve and theolo- 
gians, was;to investigate the matter. They ex- 
amined tnirty cases of cures, and decided that, 
thourh some might be due to natural, tifteen 
were undoubtedly due to supernatural causes. 
From that time Lourdes bas been thronged witb 
pilyrims.

8 it true the brain is the soul or the only 
thing that thinks? or is it true, on the other 
hand, that, though intimately associated togeth- 
er, at least for a time being, the brain is one 
thing and tne soul quite another thing; 0 
brain does not think at all; that the soul, whetb- 
erin the brain or out of the brain, is the only 
thing that thinks? . .. For one thing, it is 
aflirmed that, the brain quality and brain distri- 
bution of two men being the same, the mental 
power of these two men will vary about io pro- 
cise preportion to the differing sizes of their 
brains. . . . Such facts as these, however, 
are as compatible with the one theory which we 
are discussing as with the other. If the mind is 
an entity, distinct and separable from the brain, 
and merely empioys the brain as the organ of its 
manifestation, then the smaller the organ the 
weaker must be the manifestation: the more 
the organ is removed the more the manifesta- 
tion must become impossible. If, on the other 
hand, the brain is the mind, of course the small- 
er the brain the smaller the mind; the more tlie 
brain is removed the more the mind is re- 
moved. 

If, tor the reasons suggested, and many others 
which might be added, it is thus absolutely im- 
possible to decide definitly and assuredly whether 
the brain is or is not the sole cause of 
thought, so loug as we continue to contemplate 
the phenomenon f thought only as it is mani- 
tested in and through the n. suppose we 
now entirely shift our st This may be 
done by putting to ou the following 
question: Are there no manifestations 
which ccour wholly outside altogether in- 
dependently of u brain? . Lou are all. of 
course, familiar with the expression “design in 
nature.” Those who contend that there is such 
a thing as design in nature maintain, first, that 
whichever way we look throughout the universe 
we sce definit means employed to attain definit 
ends, and, secondly, that the employment of 
definit means for the attainment of definit ends 
always evinces and proves conscious intel- 
ligence. , . . It isafact now frankly con- 
ceded by all schools of thinkers, aside from a few 
sophistical extremists, that the works of nature 
do abundantly abound with cuntrivances, adap- 
tation of means to ends, and the like. Yet 
Strauss here interposes: 

We must not conclude because we, being 
men, are only capable of producing a work, the 
parts of which shall harmonize for the attain- 
meot of a certain result, by means of the con- 
scious coac on of an end, and an equally con- 
scious selection of means that, therefore, uat- 
ural works of a like description can only have 
been produced by the corresponding agency of 
au intelligent Creator, This by no means fol- 
lows, and Nature berself proves the fallacy of 
the assumption that adaption can only be the 
work of conscious intelligence. Kant already, 
inregard to this, pointed to the artistic in- 
stincts of several animais, and Schopenhauer 
justly remarks that the instinct of animals gen- 
erally is the best exposituuon of the teleology of 
pature. Justas instinct is an activity appar- 
ently displayed in obedience to a conscious aim. 
yet w en, nevertheless, takes piace without 
such aii, so is it likewise in regard to the pro- 
ductions of nature.” 

Now this style of argument was all very well 
in former times as when Kant proposed it, for 
then it was almost universally supposed that 
whereas men have minds, animals have notbing 
but instincts. In these days, however, everv 
schoolboy ourht to know that animals have 
minds as well as wen 

We bave seen then, first, that nature abounds 
with works of design, and, secondly, that works 
of design always evince and prove the exist- 
ence and operation of a conscious intelligence. 
But we have thus far contemplated only such 
works of design as are effected by conscious in- 
tellizences possessing brains—that is, by either 
animals or men. The question accordingly 
arises whether there is any conscious intelli- 
gence not possessing a brain, to the operation 
of which the various works of design in nature 
at large are to be specifically accredited? 

According to Helmholtz, the Darwinian theory 


of the origin and development of things shows 


how the adaptation of means to ends in nature 
may have been effected without the interfer- 
ence of any intelligence, simply by the blind 
operation of natural law. As a test case on 
tis point let us see what Darwin himseit bas to 
say in the detatied application of his theorv to 
the origin and development of the eve, He 
speaks of the eye as possessing inimitable con- 
trivancés for adjusting the focus to different 
distances, for admitting different amounts of 
light, and for the correction of spherical and 
chromatic aberration. He likewise expressed 
bimself in this explicit language: [Dr. Blauveit 
here quoted at some length from Darwin.] We 
have Darwin's own words for it, therefore, my 
friends, that Helmholtz, and possibly a few 
others, utterly misunderstood the Darwinian 
theory when they flatter themselves that this 
theory establishes that tne various works of de- 
sign in nature are effected, or ever were effect- 
ed. without any interference of tntelligeuce, and 
by the blind operation of a natural jaw. 
0 . In short, Darwin's natural selection, or 
survival of the fittest, is in no seuse a mere blind 
natural law, but is in every sense an intellectual 
and conscious power, And that Darwin means 
by this intelligent and conscious power sub- 
stantially the same thing which the devout of 
old mean when they speak of an intelligent and 
conscious God is patent on the surface. 

As Strauss suggests, therefore, Darwinism does 
not dispense with the conception of either de- 
sign in nature or a conscious and intelligent de- 
signer in nature. but mercty with the conception 
of the miraculous and instantaueous in nature. 

Moreover, Tyndall frankly confesses that the 
hypothesis of material atheism” offers no solu- 
tion whatever of the mystery in which we dweil, 
and of which we forma part; that man’s know!- 
edge cannot possibiy be the highest kuowledge, 
but that in the universe at large there must posi- 
tively exist some power. being, or thing whose 
knowledge of that of which we are so ignorant 
must be greater than ourown. With egual dis- 
tinctness and emphasis Prof. Haeckel declares 
that the only theory which is com patible with the 
mogt mechanical conception of the Cosmos is 
that which specifically recugnizes God's spirit, 
as well as God's power, in all natural phe- 
nomena without exception. Aud not only 
does Herbert Spencer, the great 
modern apostie of the evolutionary theory of 
things, insist upon the certainty that an in. 
scrutable power is manifeated to us through all 
phenomena, but also insists that this power is, 
among other things, an, ioteliigence, as where 
he explicitly observes that, when the unknown 
cause produces in any given man a certain bo- 
lief, that man is thereby authorized to profess 
and act out that belief. 

It will be remembered that we some time ago 
raised and began to discuss this question Are 
there no mental manifestations except those 
exhibited in and tbrough a brain, or are there 
abundact mental maaifestations which occur 
wholly outside and altogether independently 
of a brain? And we are now in a position to 
respond that, while mind is unquestionably 
manifested sometimes in and through a brain, 
mind is also unquestionably evinced wholly 
outside and altogether indepeudentiy of a brain, 
in all the infinit adaptations aud contrivances 
of the universe.

The Boston Ideals Next Novelty. 
It has been known for some time that the Bos-

everything pertaining to the new piece has been 
kept dark and mysterious, and neither the com- 
poser nor any one else would say much about it. 
The opera has not yet been named even; but its 
production next season is as certain as anything 
of the sort can be. The following facts about 
the piece are therefore not uninteresting.

THE INVINCIBLES. 


A Letter from A. M. Sullivan. 

Tun Tempie, Lonpon, May 2%.—jEditor of 
The Tribune.]}—I desire to express my astonish- 
ment at finding ia your journal of May 7, which 
nas just arrived, a speeial dispatch by cable 
frum London, in which it is stated that the 
Irish members do pot believe that Tynan 
has turned informer; that Carey's sworn 
statement that a blonde member of the 
House attended the meetings of the Iuviucibies 
bad yesterday, to every one's amazement, caused 
Mr. rg. the Irish member from Wexford, a 
strong arnelilite, and the gentieoman who 
secured for Tynan the situation as a commer- 
cial traveler in Ireland, to offer to resign, on the 
ground that bis further presence in the House 
might prove embarrassing to the Irish 
leaders; that R. Dwyer Gray, proprie- 
tor of the Dublin Freeman's Journal, 
had also signified his inten .. of resigning; 
that both gentlemen were counseled by Mr. 
Parnell! to retain their seats; and that the Fors- 
ter party point to the conduct of Mr. Barry 
and Mr. Gray asa confession of weakness by 
the Irish party, and as the beginning of the dis- 
ruption of Parnellisem, which they claim the 
Government's information is sure to bring 
about sooner or later. 

The meaning of all this is plain. The men 
who cabied this buudle of arrant fables to you 
says, in his own round-about-way, that some of 
the Irish members have had guilty relations 
with a band of murderers, and that two of them, 
Mr. John Barry and Mr. Gray, late Lord Mayor 
and High Sheriff of Dublin, alarmed by their 
guilty consciences, want to resign to 
save Mr. Parnell from the embarrassment of 
baving assasins for colleagues. <Assuredly if 
this be true, those Irish members ought not to 
be out of a felon’s cell for another hour, and 
— correspondent is worthy of all praise in 

viding them up to American execration. But 
what if his story be false? If stainless reputa- 
tion be dearer to honvorabie men than mere ex- 
istence, are not the criminals who merely took 
away Lord Frederick Cavendish’s life of 
* higher moral type than those 
who would murder the reputations of Irish 
members? Now, sir, there is not a word of 
truth in the whole of this shameful story, to 
my personal knowledge that either of the gen- 
tlemen named offered to resign because of any 
statements made by Carey the infurmer or em- 
barrassment that might be caused Mr. Parnell 
by having assasins for colleagues. 

Two years ago, to the regret of everyone, Mr. 
John Barry announced that, owing to increasing 
pressure of his commercial affairs, he would re- 
tire from Parliament. He was asked to hold 
the seat for another session. and be did; 
but de renewed his notice to bis 
constituents that he would not continue.

Progress Made in Teaching Ger- 
man in the Public Schools 
of Chicago. 


Statistics Showing the Number of Schol- 
ars Who Have Received Instruction 
in This Branch. 


Gratifying Success of the Oral Method of 
Teaching and of the Innovation in Favor 
of Object Lessons. 


It is but natural that ina city like Chicago, 
of whose inhabitants nearly 50 per cent were 
either born on German soil or are the children 
of native Germans, the German language 
should be amiong the subje taught in the 
public schools, not only in deference to the 
wishes of some of the taxpayers who wish their 
children to learn the language of their parents, 
but also because a knowledge of the German 
language in Chicago and the vast country 
tributary to it is of great benefit in business 
and other relations. This fact was recognized 
in Chicago as early as Aug. 1, 1865, when on mo- 
ton of Mr. Lorenz Brentana, a mem- 
ber of tune Board of Education, 
the introduction of instruction in the 
German language into the Washington School 
was authorized, provided that sixty members of 
that school wanted such instruction. Before 
the end of that school year 115 pupils of the 
Washington School were receiving German in- 
struction, while the introduction of German was 
also demanded for the Wells, Mosely, Franklin. 
and Newberry schools, bringing the number of 
the recipieuts of German instruction during the 
year ending July 1, 1867, up to 700. From this 
small beginuing—the atteudance amounted to 
only three out of each thousand of population— 
the instruction in German, which is entirely 
optional on the part of the pupils, and is, by the 
rules of the Board of Education, confined to the 
grammar and high schools, no German being 
taught at all iu three of the grammar schoois— 
has grown to such proportions that at present 
5,417 pupiis are enrolled in the German ciasses, 
This is equal to 49 per cent of the number of 
scholars enrolled in all the grammar and hin- 
schools to fully ten out of each thousand of pop- 
ulation, and to almost 5 per cent of the entire 
population between the ages of 6 and 16. The 
number of pupils receiving instruction in Ger- 
man in private schools may be estimated at not 
less than 6.000. bringing the number of pupils 
of school age at present studyirg the German 
language ia Chicago up to over 21,000, or about 
20 per cent of the entire population between 6 
and 16 years. That is, one out of every five 
pupils attending school in Chicago receives in- 
struction in the German language. Tais num- 
ber would be a great deal larger, however, if 
German was taught in the primary grades of 
the public schools as well as in the higher 
grades. 

STATISTICS. 

The history of the German language asa part 
of the pian of instruction in the public schools 
is full of interest. The triends of German’ in- 
struction had no easy stand, since it was num- 
bered among the fancy branches by many luflu- 
ential members of the School Board, who did 
not seem to appreciate the many benefits aris- 
ing from a knowledge of the language spoken 
by such avast portion of the people t the 
United States, and especially of the North- 
west. 

The following table will show the average 
number of — * studying German in our pub- 
lic schools each year since its iatroduction:

A FALLING-OFr. 


The large faliing-off in the number of pupils 
studying German in the year 1871-72 was caused 
by the great fire, which destroyed the majority 
of the schoois in which German was taught. A 
still more marked falling-off will be noticed in 
the year 1875-76. This was caused by the exciu- 
sion of German instruction trom all primary 
— a measure recommended by Mr. Waen- 

ngton Hesing, then a member of the Board of 
the Board of Education, as eariy as 1873, for the 
reason that the system of instructions thes pre- 
vailing was of littiea, it any, value for 
those pupils who lett sehoo! 
after having finished the primary course. The 
loss in tbe number of pupils was, bowever, more 
than made up by the results achieved in the 
grammar grades. Mrs. Regiua Schauer was ap- 
pointed in 1873 Superintendent of German in- 
structions in the public schools, and succeeded 
at least in maintaining the standing of German 
instruction in the grammar and high schools. 
which in course of time was further affected by 
tne adoption of the rule that the instruction in 
German was to be discontinuedin all classes 
where less than twenty pupils attended this 
branch, while it could be introduced only in 
such schools where the parents of not less than 
150 attendants had petitioned for it. 

AN IMPROVED SYSTEM. 

At the beginn v of the school year, 1878-79, 
Dr. Zimmermann was appointed Assistant Su- 
perintendent of German Instruction, and from 
this time on this branck has not only become 

opular with the pupils, but also has been per- 

ected in such away as to make it a valuable 

part of the entire plan of instruction. Dr. Zim- 
mermaon, who has bad the advantages of spe- 
cial training in German high schools and univer- 
sities, set about immediately to reform and im- 
prove the entire system of instruction. Since 
1876 German was taught by instructors who 
taught in other branches also, and in this way 
German instruction was fre of many objec- 
tions to it urged by ite enemies. But Dr. Zim- 
mermann went further than that. He wanted 
instruction in the German language made 80 
practical that the general knowledge of the 
children and their power of reasoaing would be 
increased while acquiring familiarity with the 
special objects of instruction. In doing this he 
carried out the idea of Mr. Washington Hesing 
contained in his report as the Chairman of the 
Committee on German, made in 1873. The latter 
then said: 

The study of German in this country, and 
especially in the West, has a practical purpose. 
The children really study the language moro be- 
cause its knowledge tends to improve their ma- 
terial condition than beeause they desire to get 
access to the treasures of German literature. 
The German being a living lauguage, it shocid 
be taught in a manner widely different 
from the methods used in teaching a dead 
la zuege. Our entire system of instruction in 
modern languages needs a reform in this, that 


it at present almost exclusively consists of book: 


learning, and that it does not exert in a sufficient 
degree the pupiis’ powers of observation and 
reasoning.”’ 

Following out this principle Dr. Zimmermann 
maintained at the beginning of his work that 
the acquirement ofa living language had to be 
based upon observation—viz.: object teaching, 
and upon actual speaking and hearing, just as a 
child lea ned first to speak its mother tongue be- 
fore it learned to write it or read it. In his 
endeavor to apply this principle he had to con- 
tend not only with the opposition to German in- 
struction in general, but also with the teachers, 
who clung to the old system of instruction by 
text-book alone. But he succeeded in estab- 
lishing a ciass in the Marquette School of Amer- 
ican children who knew not a word of German, 
and proved the superiority of bis method by 
teaching this class to talk German readily ina 
very short time, the only means employed be- 
ing oral instruction and object teaching. So 
completely did he satisfy all concerned of 
the advantages of his method that 
since the beginning of the present year 
no text-book is used in the teaching 
of German in the lowest grammar grade, the in- 
struction being entirely oral and by object- 
teaching. 

THE METHOD IN DETAIL 

The method may be shortly described as fol- 
lows: A large picture, contain tng different illus- 
trations of buildings, trees, people, animals, 
and other objects met with in everyday life is 
bung on the wall and furnishes the subjects for 
— aud questions of about the following 
order: 

Teacher—Whatis this? 

Pupii—That is a house. 

* What kind of a house?’ 

“ A frame uwell ing-house.” 

* What does a house consist of?“ 

Ot foundations, wails. windows, 

“ What are the windows made of? 

“Of glass and wood.“ 

ln this Way the teacher keeps on questioning 
and the pupil answering, after having repeated 
the questions until the subject is exhausted, and 
the pupil has not only learned to express his ob- 
servations in German, but also increased his 
general knowledge. It is quite plain that chi- 
dren will learn in this way upt 2 more quick- 
ly, but aiso learn well and för a more practical 
purpose than when learning and reciting from 
a text-book. For tho teacher this method is. of 
course, a good deal harder, for be is ob:iged to 
be prepared for each lesson specially and to al- 
ways look out tor new subjects to keep the in- 
terest of the pupils always alive, 

Unly after baving acquired by this method 
consideracie facility in expressing themselves 
in German and in carrying on a conversation 
about the objects surrounding every-day life, 
they are in the second |grade§initiated into the 
mysteries of German printed and written let- 
ters and taught to read and write. It has been 
observed that the 1 80 prepared learn to 
read and write as well as to transiate far more 
omy than under the old system, and that 
their pronunciadon s far more correct.

Exchange on New York broke Saturday to 25c 
premium for $1,000, being about 500 earlier in 
the day. The decline in produce led peo ple to 
expect heavier shipmments, and consequently 
larger @@erings of exchange. 

Foreign excbange was easier at 48544 and 48904 
actual rates sterling. 

The suspension of McGeoch, Everingham & 
Co., which broke seven or eight other Board of 
Trade houses, caused a good deal of astir amoug 
the banks yesterday. The loans on graiu and 
provisions were, so far as known, well secured 
and in some gases additionally strengthened by 
calls for more margins. The report that the 
banks have refused to make advances on lard 
owtng to fears that it is adulterated was denied. 
Bankers, while perhaps not always disposed to 
lend so closely up to the market prices of the 
article as hitherto, recognize the fact that lard 
has an intrinsic value. 

The failures and excitement on the Chicago 
Board of Trade Saturday appear to have had a 
very deadening effect on stocks. The New York 
Exchange was nearly deserted late in the ses- 
sion and spiritiess in the earlier part of the day. 

An official of the Pennsyivania Centrai denies 
the story that bis road has leased the Lehigh 
Vailey or had intended to in order to fight the 
Vanderbilt lines, 

It is belived that some large holders of Union 
Pacific ha ve sold out on the late advance. 

Rochester & Pittsburg stockholders are said to 
be dissatistied with the new issue of second 
mortgage bonds.

Tue produce markets were fearfully demoral- 
ized Saturday in the direction of weakness The 
event surred which some had feared, not a 
few had hoped, and many had expected. Mo- 
Geoch, Everingham & Co. decided not to con- 
Anue their investigation of the pecuniary value 
of “ * and notified parties with whom they 
had $ to “ protect themselves.“ The parties 
tried to do it, but found the shelter decidedly 
thin. Of course the weakuess extended into 
all the other markets by sympathy, in- 
dependently of the fact that the firm referred 
to bad deals in wheat, coro, Oats, and rye, as 
well us in lard, pork, and meats. The resulting 
weakness was something fearful to behold, and 
the Board of Trade for once literally suggested 
pandemonium, at least for thé space of an hour, 
between 10 and II o'clock. After that time the 
excitement was of the mild type, though the 
markets were irregular thro out. The 
changes in grain prices were really smaller than 
might have been expected. 

Provisions were wildly weak. Lard for July 
dropped $2.10 per 100 ibs, pork $1.90 per bri, 
and meats 350000 per 100 Ibs, closing with an 
average of about half the deciine recovered. 
Liverpool was reported 6d lower on lard and 18 
lower on meats, while the local hog market was 
weak. The sharp decline of the previous day, 
had led many to expect that the deal would 
burst wide open, though the calls on MeGeoch 
for margins were all promptly responded to up 
to the close of business Friday. Parties here 
telegraphed their doubts, and the resuit was 
that Saturdays market opened wits 
un immense volume of seliing orders 
in the hands of commission men, with wonk - 
ness lu other markets outside Chicago. There 


was arapid fall ot prices bére for about ten 
minutes,whith led to another set of margin calls 
on the longs, ane these met with an uacertain 
response. The leading longs wavered. They 
had already been assured that further aid could 
not be extended, a few minute’ was sufficient 
for the resolve, and a quarter to 10 tickets came 
up On the floor thick as raindrops in a beavy 
shower ordering the closing up of trades. Then 
began an onsiaught on prices. They 
dropped at the rate of 250 a 
jump, with really but little trading, 
on the greatest excitement, the scene reminding 
one of acrowd at the door of a theatre which 
the more it pushes the more it can't get out. 
By about half-past 10 o'clock the crowd had got 
into active trading, and was so much absorbe d 
that most of them were oblivious to the fact 
that it was time to adjourn down-staira for the 
morning call. They kept on trading, only about 
thirty members going to the Call Board, — i 
however, they transacted a lively busi 
time the market bad begua to 
it was stayed by vigorous 
much of which was done by 
B. P. Hutchinson, who woke up from a several 
months’ rest to robust his old-time role of 
savior of the market from destruction—like as 
when Moses lifted up the serpent the plague 
was stayed.” He subsequently sold out a (large) 
part of his holdings on a steadier market. P. D 
Armour also bought large quantities. Soon 
after the turu prices surged up almost as wildly 
as they had dropped, lard rising 7830 in a few 
minutes, and the market then held its 
own pretty well, though irregular as com- 
pared with the range of prices on an 
average day. There were a great many 
orders in hand which could not be filled at all. 
These mostly came from parties who expected 
to be able to buy cheaply, but only wanted the 
long futures, which were pot on sale to any 
great extent. The stuff pressing on the market 
was chietly for July and August, while these 
orders to buy were for October, November, and 
the year, with some for January, and the com- 
mission men who beld them saw the market 
rising out of their reach without finding any ope 
who wished to sell what they wanted to buy. 
The difference between the two setsof trading 
may be inferred from the fact that June and year 
lard sold simultaneously at $9.57%, the same 
price for the two, while only one day previously 
the year was $1.50 below June. Year pork was, 
however, relatively weak; it sold down to $15.00, 
or below it, and was 80 irregular that one op- 
erator actually bought at $16.55 and sold at 
$16.30 in the same breath. We note, too, as an- 
other incident of the wildness, that a lot of ribs 
sold “on account of whom it may concern” 
were sold at $8.60, while a lot for the same 
month and the same party was bought in at 
$9.40. These incidents will serve to show that 
it is actually impossible to describe the 
market, and attempts to chronicie the trading 
were at best but partialiy successful. Our table 
of prices following gives the total range of the 
day on the leading deuls. Pork closed 39008300 
lower, lard closed $1.35 lower for July. but only 
30@35e lower for August, the latter rismg to a 
premium after having sold Friday at 9c dis- 
count. Short ribs only closed 5@10c lower than 
Friday afternoon. ‘The packing of this city 
since the close of February aggregates about 
768,000 hogs, against 937,000 to same time last 
year, and 1,035,000 to do in 1881. 

The average of several estimates of the lard 
sales of yesterday is about 900,000 tes. Probably 
200,000 ibs pork and 10,000,000 lbs meats aiso 
changed bands. The last two figures are not 
very heavy; the first recalls the language of 
O'Malley about “the heaviest case that ver 
koom up thim shtairs.” 

About 260,000 tes of the above quantity of lard 
was Dought by one man, which, in turn, is prob- 
ably by far the heaviest trading of any person 
in any one day on Change. 

The feeling in the afternoon was tirmer, with 
some inquiry in the offices to fill buying orders. 
July was quoted at $9.80. 

Flour was quiet and relatively steady. Some 
sales for export were made early, including one 
lot of 1,000 bags, but later the excitement in 
provisions practically closed flour up as tight as 
an oyster long before 1 o'clock. The coarse 
millstuffs were steady. 

Wheat was active and very badly unsettied. 
It declined 14@1c, rallied, and closed Ane 
below the latest prices of Friday, at $1.08% bid 
for July and $1.10 for August, with September 
Ide above the latter. The British markets were 
called dead, and the weather here was hot, it 
being the first really warm day of the year. 
These conditions made our market beavy of 
itself, and it naturaliy broke in sympathy with 
provisions. Margins had been called freely to 
start with, and when the market turned down 
other margins were called which froge out a 
fresh lot of holders, But the market 
s00n reacted, as the sellings were 
generally small lots. The McGeoch wheat 
turned out to have been sold on 
Friday, and the fear that another big holder 
would have to go under was promptly dissipated 
by his appearance in the crowd with a huge 
ledger under his arm, prepared to meet all 
comers. The venturesome ones, who are al- 
ways ready to buy ona break, took hold freely 
atthe decline, and the discovery that there 
were free buyers with not much wheat on sale 
caused the rebound, the market for July re- 
bounding from $1.07 & te $1.09within two minutes. 
It is understood that the wheat marketis more 
than usually secure as a consequence of the 
flurry, as the great majority of the outstanding 
deals were margined down toa figure much be- 
low the close of the market, and nothing short 
of a fever of selling from outside would be like- 
ly to require the calling on loags for more moa- 
ey at present. 

Cori was not active, and was generally steady. 
Futures declined ue and closed % below the 
latest prices of Friday, at 55%ec for July and 
55% bid for August. The British markets 
were reported dull, and our receipts were rather 
large, while tine weather here favored weak- 
ness, and there was a good deal of corn on sale 
by parties supposed to be selling on account of 
the McGeoch suspension. Their early sellings 
were mostly for July, which went down to witb- 
in xe of the price for June at one time, when 
the same party sold the latter largely. There 
was, however, good buying, some of it by 
parties who were sbort to MeGeoch, and the 
rest by parties in Kansas City, who tele- 
grahed orders to buy all offered, as it 
was bad weather in that section. After about 
ll o' clock there was little doing in corn futures, 
a great many operators drawing off to the pro- 
vision crowd. There was a fair shipping de- 
mand, new mixed declining de and rejected 1@ 
lyc, at which shippers took hold freely. The 
outward movement of corn continues very 
heavy. 

Oats wore excited and irregular, selling early 
atabout the the closing prives of Saturday, 
but later, in the excitement caused by the re- 
ported failures (one of the fallen parties being, 
it was said, largely interested in oats), a drop of 
le occurred in the early deliveries, the later 
futures declining %4%@%c. Subsequentiy the 
market recovered most of the deeline, prices at 
che close showing a loss on the day of le on 
the early deliveries and e on the year. No.2 
spot was in fair demand, selling at We. and No. 
2 white sola at 400. Seiler September ranged 
from nannte., Samples moved slowly at 
lower prices than on the day previous. 

Rye was excited ana Nie lower, the drop re- 
sulting fromthe large quantity thrown on the 
market by the great failure of the day. No. 2 
spot sold at 580, seller July at 584@50c, and Au- 
gust at60c. Nothing was done in September de- 
livery, which is outside of the main speculative 
deal. 


Barley was dull. No. 3 by sample selling at 46@ 
480, with choice of that grade bringing c. No. 
4 sold at 400. 

The movement in dry goods was moderate at 
about steady prices. Boots and shoce are dull, 
and the demand for clothing is also restricted. 
There is a continued fair business in the millin- 
ery goods market. Prices of staple and fancy 
groceries ranged about as before, with sugars 
and coffees easy. The butter trade was moder- 
ately ‘active, while cheese remains siugyish. 
Dried fruits were quoted dull. Fish were in good 
country demand. Coal and 'pig-iron remain dull. 

There was nothing new te note in the market 
for broom- corn. Eggs were easter at 15866160 
per doz. In green fruits, strawberries were 
firm and higher, some Michigan receipts selling 
at $5.00 per case of 16 gts. KMaspberries were 
more plenty, but commanded higher prices. 
Hides, grease, and taliow unchanged. A good 
trade is reported in metals and tinners ware, 
with prices bolding steady. Potatoes plentier 
and easier for new and old. Woo quiet and 
steady. . Hay was quiet at ~~ 5 Friday's prices. 
Flaxseed was easier at $1.38 track and $1.25 
for the year. 

Hogs were ¥ dull and decidedly lower. 
At a decline of 10% % only a part of 
the supply was disposed of. The market finished 
weak at $6.15@4.00 for light, at 86. 1048. 45 for 
mixed. afd at £0.45@6.75 for beavy.

This is a drop of 16% per cent on pork, 24 per 
cent on lard, and 23 per cent on meats, or over 
0 per cent all round in less than five weeks. 

Was it the crow that fouled its own nest? 

It the lard investigation be dropped as a con- 
sequence of yesterday's collapse it will be a 
crying shame. The Board of Trade owes it to 
itself now, to say nothing of the public, to pur- 
sue that matter to the bitter end. Let the world 
know what there is in it anyway. 

It was a hot day yesterday, in spite of the fact 
that so many got left. 

The following table shows the range of the 
day on the leading classes of trade in provisions 
and grain; also the latest (regular) buyers’ price 
for round lots Saturday, compared with the 
previous day. A star (*) indicates that sellers 
asked more than 2%c in provisions or ec in 
grain above the figures bid.
